ASSUMPTIONS:

1. HB8L requires school digtricts to establish and operate a program for testing for theillega use of
acohol, tobacco, and drugs by students in grades 6 through 12 who are engaged in extracurricular
activities. The Montana High School Association (MHSA) estimates that 50-60 percent of the
students enrolled in grades 9-12 are involved in MHSA extracurricular activities. The estimated
enrollment for grades 9-12 based on the October 2000 enrollment count is 49,965. Therefore,
gpproximately 25,000 students in grades 9-12 will be tested initidly if HB 81 is approved. 2,500
students (10 percent) would be tested a second time. Only MHSA extracurricular activities were
considered. If other extra curricular are tested, costs would be higher.

2. For purposes of thisfisca note, the same participation rates are extended to students in grades 6-8, and
it is assumed that 50% of students in grades 6-8 are involved in extracurricular activities. The
estimated enrollment for grades 6-8 based on the October 2000 enrollment count is 37,774. Therefore,
gpproximately 18,900 students in grades 9-12 will be tested annually if HB 81 is gpproved. 1,890
students (10 percent) would be tested a second time.

3. Current state contracts for drug testing for bus drivers averages $50 per test. Assuming that it costs
$50 per student per test, it will cost $2,414,500 to conduct 48,290 tests.
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4. OPI will require $30,000 in the 2003 biennium to contract for legd services related to the
development of rules and training of school personnel in 452 school digtricts related to:

(& ddfinitions, incdluding but not limited to definitions of acohoal, tobacco, drugs, illegd use, and
extracurricular activities,

(b) types of tests and testing procedures,

(c) qudifications and training of testing personnd;

(d) laboratories used to process tests,

(e) therights of tested students and their parents or guardian;

(f) theresolutions of disputes over tests, including a comparison and baancing of a second, negative
test with afird, pogtive test; and

(g) confidentidity, use, and disclosure of test results.

5. School digricts will need resources to administer drug tests, train staff on issues related to student rights
and confidentiality issues, and resolve disputes. These costs are estimated to be 10 percent of the cost of
testing, or $241,450 annually.

6. An gppropriation is made to the Office of Public Instruction for establishment of this program.
